Rent control may well be termed an American Bu- 
reaucrat’s version of a modern Robinhood—one who 
takes that which belongs to one individual and gives 


it to another of his own choosing. By such tactics 


Robinhood became renowned as a thief. 
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nowhere in the scientific study of 
crime and its prevention.” 


Dr Campbell, who expressed his 
views in the Journal of the Medical 
Association ef Georgia, pointed out 
that many criminals “have ab- 
normal persunalities.” 

“The way we're doing things is 
backward,” Dr. Campbell says. 
“The judge tells the car thief: “You 
stole a car, and the law says three 
to five years.’ ” 

“Such sentences,” he stressed, 
‘only crystallize criminal tenden- 
cies.” 

Dr. Campbell suggests, instead, 
that all criminals’ be examined by 
a professional board. 


“When a man is found guilty of 
crime.” he suggested, “he shoulds 
pe given a thorough study, social, 
economic, enviornmental, intellec- 
tual and psychiatric, to determine 
the possibilities of rehabilitation.” 

Dr Campbell pointed out that 
the same criminals appear-in our 
courts over and over again. He 
said they serve sentences and com 
mit the same crimes after their 
release 

“In h he said, “the 
criminal may be an ineorrigible 
psychopath who should be locked 
up for life.” 

On the other hand. he 
out that the so-called crimina! 
might have an environmental! or 
psychiatric reason for committing 
a crime He possibly could be re 
nabilitated in less time than the 
prescribed three to five vears 

“I’m not trying to defend 

criminal.” he emphasized even 
sympatnize with him.

Grow Fewer in Number 


WASHINGTON—(NANA)—The number of Americans 
who hold Government savings bonds is gradually dropping 


in the United States, says the 
Most families apparently are 
cashing them in or converting 
them into bank savings or check- 
ing accounts to finance current 
purchases, adds the Board. 


The Board’s observations are 
contained in the fourth of a series 
of surveys on consumer finances 
undertaken jointly with the Uni-! 
versity of Michigan Research 
Center. 

“In general the proportion of 
spending units holding U. S. Gov- 
ernment securities has declined 
and the proportion of those having 
Savings and checking accounts has 
increased. 

“During the postwar period the 
proportion of bondholders vhas de- 
clined from roughly six in every 
10 spending units to 4% in every 
10,” says the Board. 

The survey defines “spending 
units” as families living in the 
same house and related by blood 
Or marriage who pool their in- 
comes for their major items of ex- 
pense. 

The Board isn’t quite sure why 
people are cashing in their bonds 
except that they had been saving 
them “for a rainy day” and appar- 
ently had decided that such an 
emergency had now arrived. 

However, housing expenditures 


also were an important outlet for! 
these funds, the survey adds, point- | 
ing out that about one-eighth of! 


the families had used the money 
to buy houses.

“Early in 1949,

For all the clamor on the subject of edu- 
cation, there is no intelligent discussion of 
the desirability of that irritation of the mind 
and implantation of arbitrary holdings which 
we generally regard as education itself 
Some of the Germans of Hitler's Reich sin- 
cerely believed that the youth who had 
taken the full treatment in his schools were 
educated in true intelligence and wisdom. 
Many of us argued otherwise David Du- 
binsky, of the Garment Workers’ Union, 
deeply believes in certain reactionary polit- 
ical theories learned in darkest Poland un- 
der the last Cvar. He thinks he is quali. 
fied to “educate” his adult subjects. The 
very fact that he seized power over 300,000 
Americans, more or less, and his methods 
of wielding it and suppressing political and 
intellectual resistance, show that Dubinsky 
cannot expound Americanism to these peo- 
ple because he doesn’t know it himself. 


It is frankly admitted, even boasted, that Du- 
binsky’s “educational” work is actually a sub- 
terfuge for political activity in the interests of 
a small, balance-of-power party which he oper- 
ates as an adjunct of his union at the expense 
of his subjects. The party is, in the most prac- 
tical sense, his personal property. But the mem- 
bers are forced to finance it on the pretext that 
it educates them and Dubinsky gets the power 
and the glory. 

The ready reference to “illiteracy” as a dis- 
graceful commentary on American “civilization” 
is more persuasive than it deserves to be. There 
may be illiterates wiser than the miserable 
alumni of Harvard Law who could not deter- 
mine to their own satisfaction that arrant 
traitors beside them were really disloyal. There 
are ignoranti more virtuous than the intellec- 
tuals who swarmed to the Kinsey Report like flies 
to something dead and argued that hideous acts 
were unconventional, at worst, and unconven- 


tional only by the force of ignorant prejudice.
